Officiala of the State and Navy De-
partmenta were much diaturbed thia
morning over tbe publication ol the in-
tention of the United States to send a

warship to Nicaragua with Minister Mer
rv aboard to protect Mr. William &
Albers, tbe American citizen who haa
been thrown into prison for an alleged
insult to the Prfsident ol Nicaragua.
It appears that the order tosend a vessel
lo Nicaragua waa given by the Preaident
and it waa greatly deaired to maintain
the atrictest secrccy about the iuteutions
ol the government. While there is ab-
aplutely no doubt that the United States
will aend either tbe gunboat Princeton
or some other war ship to Nicaragua, no

confirmation is vouchsafed by the State or

NavyDepartmenta. Because ot reports
received here from agenta of tbe govern¬
ment in Nicaragua the Preaident has
decided »hat draatic action is neceaaary
to upholdthediguity ofthe United State*
and to protect Mr. Albers and his broth-
er, both of whom are atill in a Nicara
guan prison witbout cause. The matter
is considered very aerious by tbe govern¬
ment and theNicaraguan authorities will
certainly be made to render juatice to the
American citizens whom they have in
prison. There ia reaaon to believe that
Minister Merry haa urgently aaked that
a warshipbe sentto supp«rtany demands
he mav make upon Nicaragua and that
bis recoromendation has received the un-

(|inlified approval ol the President and
the authorities at the State Department.

Kane, Pa., Sept. 14..Half an inch of
snow fell here last night, and this morn¬

ing. At other place* along the Phila-
delphia & Erie Railroad line, snow

flurrlea are also reported. The weather
is decidedly cold.

Boston, Ma«s., Sept. 14..Only the
high wind which prevailed all night
saved the cranberry crops in tbe Cape
Cod towna from deatruction by heavy
white frost, which, aa the reault ol the
su.lden and unexpected drop in the tem¬

perature, haa covered the Itwlanda of
Maine, New Hampahire, Vermont and
Maaaachuaetta like a sheet. Terapera-
turea all over the New England States
fell materially, in many places reaching
the freezing point. Snow fell in northern
Vermont, in northern New Hampabire
it rained heavily, followed by a audden
drop in the temperature of 33 c"egrees,
and today the entire Wbite Mouotain
district is eapecially deaerving of the
name, for it ia wbite with heavy frost.

The Treaty.
Tokio, Sept. 14..Premier Katsura to¬

day called all of the local governore to
the palaceand, after informing them tbat
tbe treaty of Portumouth meets witb the
full approvalof tbe government, took oc-

casion to appeal to their love for their
couutry to useall of their pereooal in-
fluence to impreas on the people at large
the fact that the concessioos obtaiaed by
Japan through i;be provisions of the
treaty will mean very much to tbe future
welfare of the nalion.
Yokohama, Stpt. 14..Troops are

still on duty bere guarding foreign con-

sulates, churche9, settlements, and hotels
although there is no outward iodication
that there will be any further trouble,
aod last night paaaad off quietly. The
anger of tbe mobs has up to the present
been entirely direcled agninst the police
and tbe placing of soldiera on guard was

appeased tbe crowd, inaamuch aa the
soldiers are very popular. Tuesday
night's rioting was the direct result of
agitators of the Young Japan movement
who made speechea on the several street
corners and inrlamed the populace so

that a direct attack was made on the po¬
lice boxes which were burned. So soon
as the troops arrived from Tokio, the
mob dispersed. Many arrests have been
made.

A mother's desire to see more of her

boy, now in the custody of his fatber,
has brougbt out the story of how a rich
New York cotton broken paid the hus-
band $5,000 to set her free so be could
wed her. The womau is Mrs. Paul Mc-
Corraack, who is living at 31G
west Ninety-fifty street. She waa

formerly the wife of C. E. Converse,
a Poughkeepsie merchant. The rec-
rod of this agreement, by which
Converse sold his wife for $5,000, is
filed in the Ducbesa County Court.
It is a written agreement, by which
Mrs. McCormack agreed to secure for
Converse $5,000 for hims.df and $2,000
for his lawer if he would get an absolute
divorce. The agreement was carried out
and then McCormack married Mrs. Con¬
verse. Mrs. McCormack did not know
of how she bad been bartered, according
to her lawyer, A. H. Hummel. The
woman said today: "I did not know
until long afterward that Mr. McCor¬
mack had paid Mr. Converse any
money. I agreed to the suit to avoid
publicity, and with the stipulation that
I was to aee my boy when I desired.
